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1. Claim groups 1-12, 13-24, 25-34 are directed to a support base for a bed mattress including an adjustable 
support means for selectively adjusting a portion of the mattress out of the plane of extension of the adjacent 
remainder of the mattress (see independent claims 1, 13, 25), The aspect of the portions of the support base 
being able to rotate relative to one another is considered to comprise a "first special technical feature ". 

2. Claims 35-40 are directed to a support base for a bed mattress having a plvnrality of transverse elongate 
cams for supporting the said mattress and adjustment means for the cams which is considered to comprise a 
" second separate special technical feature " 

3. Claims 41-42 are directed to a customised bed and mattress structure to suit the requirements of individual 
user's musculoskeletal conditions as defined in the independent claim 41 and is considered to constitute a 
" third separate special technical feature " . 

Since the above mentioned group of claims do not share either of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship" between the inventions as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist Accordingily the international 
application does not relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept 
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
